at a time which gave hint ſuch an Experimen- 
tal knowledg both of GON and Men, 4 he 
could not have hadin many preceding Gene» 
rations 3 for be hath lived to fee Eleven Signz! 
Changes, in which, not a few Signal I ran- 
[1Ccions Providentially occurred; to wit, un- 
der the Government of Queen Elizab<th, 
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King James, Charles the Firſt , the King 
and Parliament together, the Parliament 
alone;the Army, Oliver Cromwel, Richard 
Cromwel, a Council of State, the Parlia- 
ment agaiz, and now King Charles the Se- 
cond: during all which times, he lived in 
thoſe Places, and in ſuch midling Stations, 
between perſons of the higheſt and loweſt de- 
gree; exerciſed in Employments, which gave 
him opportunityto heed what was done , both 
by thoſe who were above and below him. 
GOD had aljo beſtowed upon him a Faculty, 
which ( thoneh it be deſpiſed, and he there- 
with but meanly endowed \ would not permit 
him to be altogether idle or ſilent + for, it com- 
elled him to a conſciencious exerciſe of his 
Talent, iz that, which he thought required at 
his hand; and to take all occaitons from time 
to time happening, to commemorate, and offer 
to conhderation , thoſe things whereby GOD 
might be gloviſied , and his Conntreymen bene- 
fited in ſome degree, which duty ( though not 
fo well as he would ) he hath ſo well as he conld 

proſecuted to this day. 
hle begun wery early , by expreſſing and pub- 
liſhing thoſe Conceptions which the Attech- 
Gns 122d Wnclinations of Youth had awaken- 
ed in tins; endeavourin to ſeaſon them with 
as mich Vorality awd Fiety , as Subjects of 
*h.:1 matirre are capable of + ſuiting ther to 04-5 
pacriies 
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pacities of young men, who delight to ſee 
thei 27 OTH Natr: ral Paſſions repreſents El as it 
were in a glaſs; wherein, they not onely met 
with ſome better things then they looked for, 
but. with ſuch Notions allo therewith mixed, 
Pl infn tated into their hearts that ſeaſe onine, 
which mare them much delighted with his 
Poems, and rendre d him jo generally known, 
that many thouſands were deſirous to peruſe 
his fature Writings, and to take be Her heed 
of that, whereof elſe perhaps they had taken 
little or no notice, though expreſſed by a more 
elegant and le end Author. It likewiſe e225 
couraced him to aſſume all Occalions to pro- 
ſecnte that , which wight moſt re dound to 
GOD's Glory, and the edifying of men in 
Faith and Righteouſneſs, though it were to 
his perſonal dif advan agein carnal concern- 
ments. And GOD hath given him comfort 
therein, c wrying him on hitherto throueh all 
aifnculties occurring , thongh by impartially 
diſc harging his Conlcience in ſuch a mode as 
had provoked many powertul perſons to pro- 
ſeente hin with Indignations for , his tre- 
quent reproofs have been very offenſive, not- 
withſtanding they were in general terms one- 
ly, without pcrional aſperltions, and with 3s 
much i harity.and tender rel; ed to CUVery Hangs 
rnfirmities, and unwilling failings , as io his 
OW7. 
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Length of time hath given him ſo many 
ſeveral occaſions to declare what he thought 
neceſſary or expedient , that his Publiſhed 
Poems and Writines amount now to about a 
hundred, beſides many never Printed, In 
which, though he hath expreſs much ts the 
ſame purpoſe ( in various forms and words ) 
yet the jame or like occaſions warrant the ap- 
plication of the ſame or like matter and words, 
as the pradiſec of the holy Prophets and Apo- 
files hath evidenced to be ſometimes neceſſary. 
For, that Medicine which operates not at one 
time, doth work effeually at another, on the 
ſame perſons, or upon thoſe of another conſt i- 
tation : Meats alſo, variouſly dreſſed, are plea- 
feng to their appetites, and well digeſted by 
their (tomacks, who almoſt loathed them when 
often eaten Cook't the ſame way. And ſo it is 
in this caſe. WE erefore he hath endeavoured 
fo put bis Mattcr into ſuch a dreſs ( otherwhile 
in Proſe, and otherwhile in a Poctical Mode ) 
that it may ſuit with vulgar capacitics, and 
not be deſpiſed by the moſt Judicious;, mixing 
fo far forth as may be decent , Delight and 
Protit, according to this old Verſe, 
Et prodeſlc folent,& Delectarc Poetz, 
His preſuming to give counſel to them who 
neither deſere it., ror care for his advice, hath 
much offended many , and made them heedle(s 
of that which might have prevented their ſor- 
row; 
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row; but it hath pleaſed and benefited ſome 3 
and that makes him flight their Proverb, 
which forbids coming to give Counſel be- 
fore we are called. And he hath nevertheleſs 
proſecuted the multiplying of DoUrinal Res» 
membrances, Exhortations, Precautions ad 
PrediCtions , (to prevent that which the ne- 
gle of them will produce ) until they amoun- 
ted to that numerouſneſs which appears 11 thoſe 
Books whereof this is an Abridgment. And, 
by confidering upon whoſe Promiles and 
Threatnings they are grounded , he hath not 
beer: afraid to predict conditionally thoſe 
Mercies aud Judgments which are promiſed 
and menaced in thoſe Books here abreviated. 
And ſome will find, that which not yet vert- 
fied upon Wiltul Delinquents, to be at laſt as 
truly fulfilled , as thoſe which- they have ſeexr, 
though the world hath made it one of her Prin- 
ciples to believe and profeſs ; That Propheſy- 
ing hath long time ceaſed; becauſe her wile

dred jt liable to Gods Judgments conditio- 
rally predided in his former Writings +, he 
thereto. anſwers, That beſide his perſonal 

knowlcdg theresf* acquired by long experi- 

ence, ( aud the witneſs which he believes the 

Spirit. of . GOD beareth in his heart thereun- 

to) Common Fame # a good concurrent Evi- 

dence'( eſpecially in this caſe;,) for, though in | 

many things Fame is a Lyar;- yet in ſuch | 

caſes. as this, Vox Vulgi is Vox Dei, The 

Voice of the People is the Voice of GOD 

to their Conſciences,, bearing witneſs againſt 

themſelves, as juſfily meriting all the Judg- 
. ments 
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ments predifted by hix Prophets; againſt 


ſuch ſinnes as they have committed; and they 


alwayes carry in themſelves ( though ſeldom 
heeded) their Accufation and Sentence of 
Condemnation. 

It is no marvel , if GOD's long-ſ{uffering 
3s little regarded , whilſt he is Now to wrath, 
and executes fore-threatned Plagues npon 
ſome Perſons and Places with leſs terror and 
ſeverity then upon ſome other, or upon the ſame 
perſons at other times: For , now when they 
came thick, fell beavily and more dreadfully 
1p0n then, than heretofore , the greateſt mums 
ber are ſo far from being reformed , that they 
grow more impudent Malefadors, as it was 
prediFed it would be in theſe laſt times,where- 
in they on whom the Viols of Wrath ſhould be 
poured forth, blaſphemed when: they ſhould 
have repented, But this excuſes not thoſe 
whon GOD qualifies for ſuch Services (though 
they ſhall be bemired and rent inpieces by ſome) 
if they ſhall not ſeaſonably proclaim and reite- 
rate Precautions and Exhortations as often 
as juſt occaſions are offered; and therefore 
this Review of Neglected Remembrances, 
is thought pertinent at this time, though they 
were heretofore ſcoffmgly termed Prophelics, 
and will at this day be as little regarded by 

many 5, and it is hoped alſo , this labour will 
not be quite loſt . but have a kindly operation

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on thoſe why are nbt hardued into, a. final im- 
penitence: by cuſtomary ſinning , and wilful- 
ly deſpiſing GOD's Judgments and Mercies ; 
aud that they may be likewiſe helpful to pre-

Many who are forgetful or heedleſs of fore- 
warnings, Counſels and Precepts, which 
concern their preſent duties, are ſo much en- 
clined to liſten after thoſe Predictions which 
preſage their happineſs or unhappineſs hereaf- 
Fer, that, if the contrary were not apparent, it 
might probably be thought, they were leſs care- 
ful to ſecure their preſent , then their tuture 
enjoyments 5 for, they rake together all Pre- 
dictions ew andold, which have a ſhow of 
preſaging that which they tear or hope tor 3 
entertaining each other at their Meeting-pla- | 
ces, with mutual Repetitions of what they laſt 
heard toſuchpurpoſes. how frivolous or impro- 
bable ſoever. 1his Vanity, the Seducer of Man- 
kind, andthe Deceitfulneſs of mens hearts, 
makes uſe of to divert the proſecution of their 
Duties to GOD, to themſelves, and to other 
men: andto fruſtrate thoſe rational and ſea+ 
ſonable Predictions and Precautions, which 
micht have prevented the greateſt Plagues 
conditionally menaced by the oſt holy Þro- 
phets. Fy deliehting more to hear what 1s to 
come, ther what men ought to do0z they ſeem 
to 
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to think all good Connſels and Endeauours 
leſs pertinent to their cogrtizance an of 94 
Giſe., than an unprofitable, uncertain tore- 
fig bt of what is but conditionally predided, 
E ſhall onely come to paſs according as the 
conditions are performed or negleFed, But, 
toward the cure of this diſtemper , humane 
Prudence can extend no further than the 
circumference of its own Sphear. 
Predictions expreſſed in ambiguous Termer, 
and having neither certain ſtenification or de 
pendance upon ought following or preceding, 
are renorantly inſiſted upon as pertinent to 
thoſe Perſons or Places whereto they had pro- 
bably no relation, Such are many groundleſ; 
Figments cry d about the Streets , and pickt 
ont of Gyplie-Jike Prognoſtications, 9 the 
abuſing of ignorant people. Such are alſo the 
ridiculous Welſh Impoſtors, entituled Ta- 
lieten, the Fidion termed the Panther-Pros 
pheſic ; and Mother Shiptons Propheſtes.: ſo 
called , are thought conſiderable bo ſeme who 


ſuppoſe themſelves no fools; and hereby Pre- 


dictions and Premonitions grounded upon 


found Reaſon, and Divine Truth, are unheeded 


or neeleFed. 
However, there is and ſhall be a Remnant 


preſerved, who Can diſtinguiſh between ſert- 


ous and trivial Precautions; and to them, 
that which js here collcfed, will at ſome times 


be 
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be of good uſe , though the Author be yet in 
contempt , and in a ſufſering-condition. Let 
thoſe therefore , into whoſe hands theſe come, 
be pleaſed to accept and improve them as they 
find cauſe, erving praiſe to God, who vouchſaf- 
eth timely tore-warnings to all Places , Per- 
ſons and Societies 7 every Agez and Memo- 
riais of that which brings on Confuſeon and 
deſftruTion , to theylorifying of his Righte- 
ouſnels, to the ſhame of preſumptuous 
Tranſgreſſors , and to make future times more 
cautions ; ſpeaking as well by the (imple and 
mean, as by the wile and honourable , in 
terms fitted unto every capacity; as alſo in 
ſuch various Modes as might rouze them up out 
of ſecurity. And, now of late, ſeeing both 
dreadtul and calm Voices have beer long 
ſriehtcd or negleded, he hath ſpoken to us by 
all the Elements; yea, by Pettilence, Warr, 
furious Hurricano's, and devouring F Ire, 
Joined together in 4 terrible Conſort; To 
which is added a concurrent Preſage in the
